Whenever they think the Treaty, the Chi- 
nese people invariably think the notorious 
Yalta Agreement that the war-worn President 
Franklin Roosevelt signed with Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill and Marshal Josef Stalin be- 
hind China’s back but her expense, With 
great reluctance, agreed this Agreement 
which were not legally bound. en- 
tertained the hope that giving Russia what 
ourselves highly treasure, could earn 
the goodwill and cooperation our powerful 
neighbour. 

This hope turned out only wishful 
thinking. Even such treaty, very 
the Russians, could not satisfy 
the appetite the masters the Kremlin.

production various importent materials 
(except sugar) the en- 
terprises made remarkable progress 1951. 
These figures showing the increase production 
constitute concrete evidence the achievements 
the productive enterprises the past year. 

This increase production may also 
viewed from another angle. the case 
foreign trade 1951, imports amount- 
some US$84,300,000 while exports 
amounted some US$93,100,000, there being 
favorable balance some 
which exceeded the 1950 figure some US$7, 
000,000. This favorable result, achieved 
time when our production sugar registered 
big decrease, exceeded our fondest hopes. 
The causes this favorable balance are an- 
alyzed follows: 

(1) The amount rice exported 1951

According the figures the 
Taiwan Power Company, the industrial con- 
sumption power 1951 amounted 
697,241,868 KWH, which four times the 
1946 figure (the year retrocession) 
and one and half times the 462,864,894 
KWH consumed 1950. 1951 the power 
consumed the textile and chemical industries 
showed sharp increase. Figures showing the 
great increase the consumption electric 
power are accurate index the remarkable 
progress industries. 

During the dry winter last year, the water 
level dropped and seriously threatened 
the hydro-electric power. Besides 
the efforts made install more power 
plants, the power supply the Hsin-Yin Paper 
Mill and the Hu-Wei and Suan-Tao Sugar 
Refineries were connected the utility 
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Tien-Lun with aid, and for this purpose, 
worth corporation bonds was 
issued the Bank Taiwan. The installation 
the Li-Wu Plant has long been completed, 
and has resulted giving additional power 
supply more than 15,000 KW., while the 
pleted August this year. further increase 
26,000 KW. electric power will then 
produced. Besides, especially noteworthy 
that the power line connecting the western and 
eastern systems has been successfully completed 
that henceforth Taiwan's power facilities 
can coordinated and readjusted unified 
system.

the Taiwan market and thus place our local 
textile industry serious For these 
reasons, must endeavor develop our own 
textile industry the case fertilizers, 
order save much foreign exchange 
possible. year and half ago, order 
stress the production cotton yarn and cotton 
cloth, proposed the following slogan: Import 
cotton yarn rather than cloth, and import raw 
cotton rather than cotton yarn. 1951, acted 
certain extent this principle. The number 
spindles was increased from the original 30,- 
000 90,000, and the number looms from the 
original 3,100 6,700. Our textile production 


therefore being gradually increased. Regard- 


ing the imports cotton cloth, the 1951 figures 
have shown remarkable decrease compared 
with that 1950. According the. monthly 
Customs returns 1951, the total worth 
various import commodities January, cotton 
cloth occupied 24.51%. The percentage, how- 
ever, gradually decreased may seen from 
the following figures: 17.50% in.

The history 
Taiwan may divided into the following 
periods:- (1) The Penghu Period, (2) The 
Anping Period, (3) The Tainan Period, (4) 
The Lukang Period, (5) The Tamsui Period, 
(6) The Taipei Period, (7) The Taichung 
Period, (8) The Keelung Period, and (9) The 
Kaohsiung Period. 


(1) The Penghu Period 


The importance the Penghu Islands strad- 
dling the Taiwan Channel the gateway 
Taiwan substantiated the fact that since 
ancient times, all those who have had designs 
Taiwan have found necessarv first 
take the Penghu Islands. defend Taiwan, 
hold the island chain. 

The island chain composed coral 
reefs with Makung its center. The islands 
present outline low mounds, and are not, 
therefore, easily visible from the deck boat 
some distance off. The people the islands 
are fishermen who look the sea for their 
livelihood. 

The first invasion the Penghu Islands 
from the Chinese mainland dates back 
D., when General Chen Ling was ordered 
Emperor Yang the Sui Dynasty take 
the islands. the time the Sung Dynasty, 
the port Chuanchow Fukien Province 
had become center foreign trade, and 
merchant ships-regularly shuttled between the 
port Chuanchow and Peikang, which 
the County Chiayi opposite the Penghu 
Islands. 

The Penghu Islands became part Chinese 
territory the Yuan Dynasty. They were 
placed under the jurisdiction Tungan Hsien 
Fukien, and inspector was assigned 
the islands. Cheng Ho, the famous navigator 
who lived the early part the Ming 
Dynasty, landed the southern part Taiwan. 
the middle the Ming Dynasty, troops 
were stationed the Penghu Islands fore- 
stall Japanese invasion.

Koxinga, occupied the Penghu Islands and 
Peikang with force several thousand able-

When severe drought occurred Fukien 
1628, hundreds thousands refugees 
were shipped Taiwan, marking the first 
wave mass immigration the island. 
that Western power was expanding east- 
wards. Soon the Dutch wrested from Yen Sze- 
chi and Cheng Tze- lung territories under their 
uncertain control. The author has chosen 
name this period the Penghu Period view 
the fact that even towards the close the 
Ming Dynasty, relations between China and 
Taiwan were largely confined the strategical- 
important Penghu Islands. Except for 
Peikang and few other sea-ports which had 


trade relations with the Chinese, the entire 


Taiwan was inhabited aboriginal 


mountain tribes. 

The life the aborigines has 
undergone little change since the dawn his- 
tory. 1675, book Taiwan and its 
aborigines was published The Hague. Ac- 
cording this publication, the aborigines were 


possessed strong physique. The women. 


were employed farm work and weaving, 
while the men hunted with such primitive 
weapons bows and arrows and knives and 
spears. The forests abounded deer, and 
certain amount venison and deer-skin was 
exported. Rice, the staple food, was also used 
for distilling wine. The people were, nature, 
honest and law-abiding. They showed respect 
the aged, treasured had 
high regard for honor, that crimes and acts 
adultery were comparatively rare. The tribes, 
which were scattered and independent one 
another, had primitive form 
ment. When major decisions had made, 
meeting the villagers was called. The idea 
class, social otherwise, was unknown. 
That the aborigines have made little progress 
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due the fact that they have system 
writing, books, and, historical 
records. study the ways life the 
written records, that the problem approach- 
from the anthropological and 
racial angles. 

The name Taiwan, acquired the Wan 
the Ming Dynasty, was originally 
the name aboriginal mountain tribe 
southern Taiwan. more and more Chinese 
settled Taiwan, this mountain tribe, still 
extant, moved Nan-Sze-Hsien brook, 
and later Hsiu-Ku-Man brook. place 
Taiwan are direct translations from 
the tribal names. the 16th Century, the 
Formosa, meaning “beautiful,” name first 
given the Portuguese, who were greatly 
impressed the lush beauty the verdant 
island. 


(2) The Anping Period 


With the discovery the North American 
continent, Western sea power rapidly expanded 
the East. Macao was leased the Portu- 
guese; the Spaniards occupied Luzon, while 
the Dutch occupied Java. Taiwan was first 
discovered Portuguese sailors 1590. Close 
the heels the Portuguese came the Dutch 
and the Spaniards. Although 
perior, the Chinese forces under Yen Sze-chi 
and Cheng Chi-lung proved match for the 
Dutch and the Spaniards. first, the southern 
part the island was occupied the Duteh, 
while the northern part was occupied the 
Spaniards. Later on, the Dutch wrested control 
over the northern part the island from the 
Spaniards, and enjoyed period supremacy 
that lasted more than years. 

1626 the Spaniards built city which 
they called San Salvador where Keelung now 
stands. Two years they builtj another 
city, San Tamsui. But 1642 
both cities were captured the Dutch, that 
the 16-years domination exercised Spain 
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over the northern part the island came 
end. 

1602 and 1622, the Dutch 
the capture the Penghu Islands, but were 
driven back the Chinese both occasions. 
However, they gained first foothold Tai- 
wan 1624, when they requested the lease 
certain trading posts scattered between the 
Penghu Islands and Anping. 1630 the Dutch 
built Fort Zealandia They erected 
gun emplacements guard the harbor en- 
trance, and stationed 2,800 troops there. Twenty 
years later, they built Fort Provincia Tainan 
where Chi Kan Lou now stands. The mile 
sea passage between the two forts was known 
strategically placed guard the harbor en- 
trance, consul, under the Governor General 
Java, was assigned the Dutch look 
after their affairs Taiwan. 

this time, the size the Chinese popula- 
tion Taiwan had swelled 100,000, most 
whom engaged cultivating rice and sugar- 
cane land owned the Dutch East India 
Company. The Dutch, who exported rice, sugar 
and deer-skin from Taiwan thus acquired 
leading position the trade with the East. 

The Dutch also sent missionaries Taiwan 
convert the mountain tribes. They built 
churches, and evolved language used Hsin 
Kang (between Tainan and Chiayi) roman- 
izing the tribal language. Specimens this 
language may still seen the Taiwan 
Museum. The red-headed duck and many 
the fruits Taiwan, such pineapples and 
were originally brought the 
Dutch from Java. 

After rule years between 1624 and 
1661, the Dutch, who treated the Chinese 
better than slaves, were finally driven off the 
island Koxinga. the height their sea 
power, the Dutch carried their trade far 
Fukien and Kwangtung the west, Japan the 
east and Java the south. The port Anping, 
after which this period named, was one 
the busiest sea-ports the east the time. 


(3) The Tainan Period 


Following the downfall the Ming Dynasty, 
Koxinga banded the loyalists together 
attempt revive the Dynasty. first cap- 
tured Nanking and then Taiwan which became 
his base operations. 

1661, with force 25,000 from Amoy, 
captured the Penghu Islands the 
Dutch, Koxinga became name reckon 
with even Europe. recognition his 
service, Emperor Yung conferred upon him 
the title Duke Yenping County. Unfor- 
tunately, died the early age 39, less 
than years after his conquest Taiwan. 
was succeeded his son Cheng Tsin, while 
Chen native Tungan Hsien, 
Fukien, acted his regent. was Chen 
policy strengthen his military 
position, and, the same time, bring 
large measure security the people. 
this, succeeded welf that has been 
compared with Chu-Kuh Liang, revered 
statesman the period the Three King- 
doms. Cheng Tsin, who also died early 
age, was succeeded Cheng Ke-Suang. The 
reign the Cheng family lasted three genera- 
tions totalling years. All them continued 
reckon the years from the beginning the 
Ming Dynasty, and called themselves the 
Chengs the Ming Dynasty. 

During their reign, Tainan, then known 
Chen Tien County Eastern Capital, was the 
government center with palaces and office 
buildings. This county was composed two 
Tien Hsing Hsien the north and 
Wan (now Fengshan) the south. 
Military installations were erected Anping, 
while defense forces were stationed the 
Penghu Islands and Tamsui. Although marti- 
net for discipline, Koxinga adopted paternal 
attitude towards the people. Swelled hosts 
loyalists from the coastal areas Fukien 
and Kwangtung, the Chinese population 
Taiwan soon reached 200,000. 


During the reign the Cheng family, 
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certain amount land was allocated each 
soldier who devoted part his time farm- 
ing, that not only was the land utilized 
the fullest extent, but there was plentiful 
supply food for the army. Rice was exported 


Chuanchow, Changchow and other places. 
Other exports included sugar and salt. 

Although outside intercourse was strictly 
prohibited the Emperors the Ching 
Dynasty, Koxinga was able defy the court 
order, sailing whither his fancy took him. 
Trading vessels from Taiwan went far 
Japan, the Philippines, Indo-China, Thailand 
and Java. Copper, used for the minting 
coins, was imported from Japan. 

this time, over 800 officials from the 
Chinese mainland had come Taiwan. They 
were all received with courtesy. number 
Confucian temples were erected and schools 
established. Assured decent livelihood, the 
people the island achieved steady progress 
learning. Towards the mountain tribes, Koxinga 
displayed firmness tempered with kindness. 

According Liu Hsien-ting, eminent 
scholar who lived the early Ching Dynasty, 
Koxinga’s achievements overshadowed even 
those Wen great statesman 
who lived the close the Sung Dynasty. 
With handful men, Koxinga, defiance 
the Ching emperors, was able take 
Taiwan and prolong the Ming Dynasty for 
years outside mainland China (reckoned from 
the time brought together his band 
loyalists the age 23).

The port 
Lukang, about miles west Changhua, and 
midway between the north and the south, en- 
joyed prosperous trade. opposite Chuan- 
chow, Fukien, 130 miles away, one 
journey with fair wind from the latter port.

All the while, the descendants Koxinga 
remained loyal the Ming Dynasty and 
started periodic insurrections.

Great strides were made agricul- 
ture, irrigation work and ocean trade. 1878 
Sze Hsi- pang Fengshan and Yang Chi-sen

The chief exports from Taiwan included 
sugar and rice. The four counties Fuchow, 
Hsingchow, Chuanchow and Changchow 
had import rice from Taiwan. from 
Taiwan was shipped Peking and Tientsin 
the north and Japan the east. The larger 
ships, which carried loads six seven 
thousand piculs, were able far 
Manchuria the north and Kwangtung the 
south.

(5). The Tamsui Period 


Fuchow was made treaty port following 
Opium War. The journey from Tamsui 


Fuchow, distance 120 miles, took only 


hours. When Fuchow became treaty port, 
Tamsui acquired new significance trading

‘ships early 1861 when Tamsui 


and Keelung were officially made ports call 
the Treaty Peking, Tamsui achieved new 
heights prosperity. Foreign nationals from 
America and Europe began flock Taiwan, 
setting consulates and trading 
while foreign merchants congregated the 
mouth the Taméui River, Thus Taiwan 
began loom large the world 
This period accordingly called the Tamsui 
Period. 

Although rice from Thailand and Indo-China, 
and sugar from and the Philippines 
offered Taiwan serious competition, Taiwan 
was able hold its own. Besides rice and 
sugar, the chief exports from Taiwan included 
tea, camphor, indigo and coal, while the chief 
imports included textiles and petroleum. Tea

The inception number (January 1952) has 
set high standard for the numbers come. 
Apart from the feature articles, divided 
into five sections, covering the entire field 
operations the ECA and MSA Missions and 
the Joint Commission Rural Reconstruction 
(JCRR). 

Section under the title: Situa- 
tion,” comprises brief note the political 
situation and somewhat fuller statement 
economic conditions Taiwan. Section deals 
with the MSA operations. Under four 
sions, the Status Programs, Procurement, 
Programming and Arrivals, the Program 
Fiscal Year 1952 and the Program Fiscal Year 
1951 described. The work the 
various divisions the MSA Mission—Econo- 
mics and Finance, Program, Industry, Public 
Health, Information and Education and the Of- 
fice the Controller—are enumerated separately 
Section III under Activities”. 
Section devoted specially the JCRR: 
its program status, project and budget status 
and operations are related under three sub- 
headings. Section gives short account what 
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the Mission has done encourage free enter- 
prise. With the exception the last, all 
sections are reinforced statistics and other 
relevant figures, that view about the 
entire MSA operation can quickly gained 
from the publication. 

Though this number has not set out detail 
how the programs are sponsored and how Chi- 
nese private and government organizations can 
make known its projects and needs the atten- 
tion the Mission, has, nevertheless, made 
clear how Chinese-American economic co-opera- 
tion actually functioning.
